Q.  In  what  sort  of  work  did  you  engage  as  Chief  of  the  Ciphor 
Section?

A.  I  engaged  in  teaching  cryptography  to  the  units  of  the  Kwan- 
tung  Army  as  veil  as  in  the  practi  cal  ciphering  in  tho  Kwantung  Army 
Headquarters.  I  took  in  charge  all  the  cipher  oommuni cations  con- 
corning  military  operations  arid  various  Informations  which  woro  ex¬ 
changed  between  the  Evartung  Army  and  tho  Army  General  Staff  Office, 
tho  War  Ministry,  the  Headquarters  of  tho  Tckyo  Dofonco  Arm;/  and  othor 
Dofenco  Armies  in  homeland,  the  China  Expeditionary  Forces  and  the 
South  Soa  Arm.".  In  the  acrvico,  I  was  placed  under  the  command  of 
Lieut. -Col.  Morio  TOMURA.  senior  signal  staff-officer,  who  hirr.Bolf  was 
placod  under  tho  command  of  Colonel  KATSUMURA  Tomokateu,  Chief  of  tho 
First  Section.  Colonol  MJ.T3UMURA  was  afterwards  appointed  Vico-Chiof 
of  Staff  and  concurrently  Chief  of  tho  First  Soction. 

Whon  I  was  the  Chief  cf  tho  Cipher-  Section  in  the  Mongolia  Sta¬ 
tionary  Army  prior  to  August  1942,  I  took  charge  of  almost  tho  same 
work  an  I  did  as  t!  e  Chief  cf  tho  Ciphor  Soction  of  the  Kwantung  Am/ 
General  Headquarters. 

Q.  ’Chat  do  yon  know  about  the  Japanese  Army1  s  plan  rogarding  the 
preparations  for  offencivo  against  the  Soviet  Union? 

A.  Towards  tho  end  of  Juno,  1941,  when  I  van  perusing  tho  orders 
concerning  tho  cipher  work  r.'-  tho  Staff  Department  of  tho  Mongolia 
Stationary  Army,  1  found  i.r.c;ig  many  c.’i«nn,  ar.  ordor  of  the  Cocr.ander- 
in-Chief  of  the  North  Chia^  Area  Arir  ,  who  was  tho  direct  superior 
commander  of  the  Mongolia  Stationary  Army.  It  van  an  order  issued  in 
Jv.no,  1941,  but  I  do  not  romotaber  its  erdur  number.  I  reme.bor  in  it 
was  written  the  'order  to  the  Cciirander  of  the  Mongolia  Army  that  the 
preparations  for  military  notions  should  be  complotod  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble  according  to  the  Appendix,  ''tho  Fvinoiplon  of  tho  preparations  for 
military  actions1'.  I  think  it  >•:?/>  a  dt  co.  ont  ordering  the  com-.once- 
nor.t  of  putting  into  practice  tho  war  preparation  plan  against  tho 
Soviot  Union. 
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January  15,  1941,  I  rotv.rr.od  to  the  previous  Regiment  and  was  ap¬ 
pointed.  ciphor  officer  In  the  Headquarters  of  the  23rd  Infantry 
Regiment . 

[  In  '.'arch,  10cl,  I  wao  appointed  Chief  of  the  Cipher  Section  in 

the  Headquarters  cf  the  Mongolia  Statiozary  Army.  The  t'onfolia 
i  Stationary  Army  Headquarters  wore  stationed  in  the  town  of  Kal  gun, 
Inner  Mongolia. 

I  oorved  in  the  above  mentioned  place  until  August,  1943. 

In  March,  1942,  1  van  prone ted  to  the  rank  of  Captain. 

In  August-,  1943,  I  war  assigned  to  the  Cipher  Soction  of  the 
I  Kwantung  Ar.ny  Headquarters. 

In  August,  19-*4,  I  waa  prenoted  to  the  rank  of  <aJor  and  ordered 
;  Chief  of  the  Ciphor  Soction.  1  Bertel  in  thie  capacity  until  the 
•  surrender  of  the  Japanese  Army  on  August  19,  1945. 

Q,.  In  what  sort  of  work  did  you  engage  ao  Chief  of  the  Cipher 
Section? 


A.  I  engaged  in  teaching  cryptography  to  the  units  of  the  Kv/an- 
tung  Army  as  well  an  in  the  practical  ciphering  in  the  Kwantung  Army 
Hoadquartere .  I  took  in  charge  all  the  cipher  oomroni cations  con¬ 
cerning  military  operations  and  various  informations  which  woro  o:c- 
changod  between  the  Kwantung  Army  and  tho  Army  General  Staff  Office, 
the  War  Ministry,  the  Headquarters  of  tho  Tokyo  Defence  Army  and  other 
Dofonco  Arrias  in  homeland,  tho  China  Expeditionary  Forces  and  the 
South  Soa  Arm'".  In  the  ocrvico,  I  was  placed  under  the  command  of 
Lieut. -Col.  Morio  TOKURA,  senior  signal  staff-officer,  who  himaolf  was 
placed  undor  tho  command  of  Oclonel  IvAISUMURA  Tomokutou,  Chief  of  tho 
First  Soction.  Colonol  M'iTobi'UxlA  was  afterwards  appointocl  Vico-Chicf 
of  Staff  and  concurrently  Chief  of  tho  First  Soction. 

Whon  I  was  tho  Chief  of  tho  Ciphor  ‘lection  in  the  Mongolia  Sta¬ 
tionary  Army  prior  to  Auguat  1943,  I  took  charge  of  almost  tho  same 
work  an  I  did  as  t’  e  Chief  cf  tho  Ciphor  Section  of  the  Kwantung  Arr x: 
General  Headquarters. 

Q.  What  do  you  know  about  the  Japanese  Army's  plan  regarding  the 
preparations  for  offe/.'r.ivo  against  tho  Soviet  inior.? 

A.  Towards  tho  end  cf  June,  1941,  when  I  van  perusing  the  ordoro 
concerning  tho  cipher  work  p.t  tho  Staff  Department  of  tho  Mongolia 
Stationary:  Army,  I  found  t.r.cng  mary  crisis,  ar.  ordor  of  the  Cocmandor- 
in-Ohiof  of  the  North  Chine.  Area  Army,  who  vao  tho  direct  superior 
com.'npjidcr  of  the  Mongolia  St  ationary  Army.  It  van  en  order  issued  in 
Juno,  1941,  but  I  do  not  remember  its  order  number,  I  rece.bor  in  it 
was  written  the ‘order  to  the  Cc-r.  ander  of  the  Mongolia  Army  that  the 
preparationo  for  military  notions  should  be  conplotod  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble  according  to  the  Appendix,  "the  FvincJplon  of  tho  preparations  for 
military  actions" .  I  think  it  vjp/>  a  dteaxent  ordering  the  com.. .one o- 
nont  of  putting  into  practice  the  war  preparation  plan  against  tho 
Soviot  Union. 
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Q.  what  reason  do  you  witnoss  think  that  the  oaid  order 
had  some  connection  with  tno  Japanese  Army's  preparations  in  Inner 
Mongolia  for  offensive  against  tho  Soviot  Union? 


r—  A.  I  a'rc  l  :c  .0  the  cenr  v.j  or.  by  t.19  following  facts  '. 

Aftor  the  beginning  of  the  &6.ma:i-3oviet  War,  about  Juno  23-24,  1941, 

Gen.  CiUM' SJ.,  Commander  of  th:  tfortn  China  Area  Army,  called  'ey  cipher 
tolegram  Lieut. -Gen.  AMAKA3U,  Commander  of  the  /.ongolia  Stationary 
Arry,  and  Cc,3.  XABURAGI  Maaataka,  senior  staff  officer  in  charge  of 
military  operations,  to  tii3  wth  China  Area  Aroy  Headquarters  in  Peking. 
The  above  tvro  left  for  Peking  ab'/ut  Juno  24,  1941. 

On  returning  from  ?ekj.::c,  abtui  July  5,  1941,  Lieut. -Gen. 

AIiAKASU  Tataro  called  all  commanders  cf  Inc  forceo  urdor  his  command 
for  an  assembly.  It  appeared  that  directives  concerning  preparations 
of  war  against  the  Soviot  Union  wore  given  at  this  meeting.  Regarding 
the  military  operations  against  the  Soviot  Union,  Japanese  troops  in 
Inner  Mongolia  had  to  act  in  concert  with  tho  Kwanirng  Array. J  I  was 
told  about  this  matter  by  LieUt. -Col,  IT3H.K1  Masao,  senior  oignal 
staff  officer,  who  had  attended  tho  asoexbly. 

Lieut. -Col.  Kaeao  1TSH3X1  uuked  mo  whether  tho  codo  book  to 
bo  usod  after  the  outbreak  o’  the  war  aguinsv  Soviet  and  to  bo  distribu¬ 
ted  by  tho  Imperial  Headquarter .3  had  beer,  fully  prepared. 

I  reported  that  tho  said  code-book  had  boon  fully  prepared  and 
well  learned. 

It  was  prearranged  that,  aftor  the  opening  of  hostilities,  tho 
additive  tables  and  tho  emergency  indicator  tabloa  to  bo  used  in  com¬ 
bination  with  the  army  code-back  No.  3  should  bo  charged  according  to 
the  instructions  of  the  Army  General.  Staff  Office. 

These  addltivo  tables  and  indicator  tables  nad  beer,  already 
_  received  from  tne  Army  General  Staff  Office, 

At  the  Eame  tino,  tho  Command or  of  tho  23th  Division  who  had 
^  been  in  charge  of  suppressing  Chinese  guerilla  army  rocoivod  orders  to 
prepare  for  milita*  y  operations  against  Outer  Mongolia  in  the  Dcisunn- 


taiku  desert  district. 

Early  in  Sept.,  1941,  Lieut. -Col.  KOTARI ,  General  Staff  Officer 
\  arrived  by  airplane  from  tno  Ewnr.bung  Army  Headquarters. 

As  regards  hia  arrival,  e  cipher  telegram  had  boon  previously 
received  informing  that  Staff-Officer  KCTAiU  would  be  dinpatchod  from 
tho  K  wan  tun  g  Army  General  Headquarters  for  liaxtrn  purpose.  He  .iad  an 
intorvi ow  with  the  commandor  of  tho  Mongolia  Stationary  Army.  I  do  not 


’.mow  what  had  passed,  between  thorn  at  tho  interview. 

Since  Juno,  1941.  tho  dischargo  from  military  service  upon  ex¬ 
piration  of  tho  torn  was  to.Hy ended,  a!.d  tho  incroaoo  of  troopo  war*  en¬ 
forced  by  newly  conscripted  strength.  ?or  oxamplo,  over  5,000  appear  to 
hnvo  arrived  between  Juno  and  Dec.,  1941. 

By  1943,  tho  Army  forces  had  b3er>.  increased  to  about  70,000 

from  about  40,000. 

Abcut  Aug.,  1342,  the  3rd  Tank  Division  was  organised,  with  the 
cavalry  group  as  a  cadre  unit. 
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I  cannot  holp  but  say  that  tho  problem  of  an  offensive  against 
the  Soviet  Far  iaot  waa  openly  discussed  by  Japanese  officers.  During 
a  conversation  with  Captain  HAKI  Ichiro,  an  officer  attached  to  the 
Army  Intelligence  Section,  ho  stated  that  the  offenoive  of  tho  Japanese 
army  against  Outer  Mongolia  was  to  be  directed  against  Ulonbator- 
Zabaikalye,  the  object  which  lay  in  making  military  transportation 
to  tho  For  East  difficult  by  cutting  off  tho  Trans-Siberian* Railroad. 

In  May,  1943,  five  expeditionary  partios  wore  organized,  each 
party  boing  composed  of  about  one  company.  Among  them,  throe  parties 
wore  dispatched  from  the  26th  Division,  and  other  two  from  the  2nd 
I ndopendent  Mixed  Brigade.  Major  AOSHIMA  Ryoichiro,  senior  army  in¬ 
telligence  staff-officer  comrandcd  the  partios.  The  object  of  tho 
expeditionary  partios  lay  in  tho  actual  exploration  of  the  Feisum- 
taiku  dosort  district. 

After  about  one  month's  exploration,  it  was  found  out  that  tho 
Foisuantaiku  desert  district  was  passable  by  tanks,  and  that  water 
could  bo  obtained  by  a  small  digging.  I  hoard  this  from  Captain 
Tnuboi,  company  comrander  of  tho  2nd  Independent  Mixed  Brigade,  who 
had  Joined  tho  expeditionary  parties.  In  the  beginning  of  August,  1943, 

I  was  tranaferred  to  tho  General  Headquarters  of  the  Kwantung  Army* 

Q,.  What  do  you  know  about  the  plan  of  operations  of  the  Kwartung 
Army  General  Headquarters  against  tho  Soviot  Union? 

A.  On  August  5,  1943,  I  arrived  at  tho  Kwantung  Amy  General 
Headquarters.  I  imredlatoly  reported  my  arrival  to  Major  XOBAYASHI, 

Chi  of  of  the  Cipher  Section,  and.  aftor  having  received  directions  for 
an  officer  attached  to  the  Cipher  Section,  I  askod  him  the  explanation 
of  organization  and  gonoral  conditions  of  the  Kwantung  Army.  Bocauso 
those  were  en-.ential  problems  for  fulfilment  of  my  duties. 

Major  KOEAYASHI  explained  by  moans  of  a  map  which  was  hanged  on 
tho  wall  of  the  officers'  room,  and  stated  that  them  had  boon  in  the 
Kwantung  Army  an  offensive  plan  of  operations  against  tho  Soviot  Union 
called  "the  Kan-Toku-En/  Kwantung  Army  Special  Manoeuvre  1941.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  said  "Kan-Toku-En"  plan,  tv/o  area  armios  had  boon  newly 
organized  undor  the  command  of  the  Kwantung  Army. 

The  lot  Area  Arry  consisted  of  tho  2nd,  3rd,  5th  and  tho  20th 
Armios,  and  its  headquarters  wore  stationed  at  Mutanchinng.  Tho  objoct 
of  the  Army  lay  in  tho  hostile  operations  against  the  Red  Army  in  tho 
occupation  of  the  Soviet  Maritiine  Provinco. 

Tho  2nd  Area  Army  consietod  of  the  4th  and  tho  6th  Armios,  and 
its  hoadquortors  were  st.ationod  at  Chichihaerh.  Tho  object  of  tho 
Army  lay  in  tr.e  defensive  oporations  towardo  tho  wost,  with  tho  objoct 
of  covering  tho  offensive  of  the  1st  Aroa  Army. 

According  to  this  plan  of  operations,  large-scale  manoeuvres 
were  put  into  practice  in  Manchuria  by  the  Kwantung  Army  since  August, 

1941.  It  was  so  also  with  the  Korea  Amy  in  Korea.  It  can  bo  said 
that  these  manoeuvres  meant  tho  completion  of  proportions  for  tho 
offensive  of  tho  Kwantung  Army  against  Soviot. 

Tlie  "Kan-Toku-En"  plan  was  effect ivo  during  1942  and  1943.

©vor  increased  by  the  supplementary  forces  conscripted  in  Japan  proper 
,ir id  Manchuria. 

Ex-soldier  government  officials  nr. d  officials  of  the  soccial  com¬ 
panies  of  importance  in  rational  d^f^nco  were  subject  to  special  edu¬ 
cation  end  trainin'  while  thoy  were  off  duty. 

Ia  December  1?43  I  attended  the  assembly  of  officers  attached 
to  cipher  sections  held  at  the  Army  General  Staff  Office  in  Tokyo,  in 
order  to  receive  directives  concerning  the  comoilation  of  the  code- 
boik.fur  the  yoe.r  1944.  During  a  conversation  with  Captain  HATTORI , 
who  had  boon  in  the  service  o*  tho  Cinher  Section  of  the  Kwantung  Army 
Gene.rel  Headquarters  in  1941,  end  was  then  an  officer  attached  to  the 
Cipher  Section  of  the  Army  Gen'T*!  Staff,  he  told  me  that  the  offensive 
plan  of  opor  tions,  for  the.  veer  1341,  of  the  Xwantung  Airy  against 
Soviet  had  been  naked  with  tho  secret  designation  "Xan-Toku-Er." . 

According  to  the  above-mentioned  pirn,  two  stages  wore  pre¬ 
arranged  in  the  military  action  against  Soviet.  In  the  first  stage, 
th.o  1st  Area  Army  was  to  occupy  tho  Soviet  Maritime  Provir.co;  end  in 
tho  second  stage,  it  was  previously  arranged  that  the  military  strength 
of  the  1st  Area  Army,  which  would  have  finished  the  object  of  its 
operations  in  the  first  Btsgo,  should  bo  transferred  for  tho  purpose  of 
increasing  tho  military  strength  of  tho  2nd  Area  Army,  with  the  object 
of  developing  the  offensive  Oyer-tlona  Aha i flat  tho  Soviet  Znbaikalye 
district.  At  the  same  time,  it  was  ore-arranged,  too,  that  the  Mongolia 
Stationary  Army  should  begin  tho  advance  into  the  Zabnikal  district 
through  the  Republic  of  Outer  Mongolia. 

Q.  What  do  you  ’mow,  besides  what  vou  have  already  stated,  about 
the  documents  concernin'-  cipher  business  which  were  intended  for  use 
after  the  commBncoment  of  advance  of  the  Jppancso  Army  into  the  Soviot 
territory? 

A.  According  to  the  instructions  of  tho  Jap^nosr  Imperial  Head¬ 
quarters,  the  Cipher  Section  of  tho  Xwartung  Army  General  Headquarters 
completed  the  compilation  of  an  appendix  dictionary  to  be  used  in  com¬ 
bination  with  the  Army  code-hook  iTo.  3,  which  wr.s  then  used. 

In  this  appendix  dictionary,  the  names  of  the.  inhabited  places 
in  the  Soviet  Maritime  Province  and  tho  Za.baikal  Province  were  con¬ 
tained  in  form  of  cipher.  That  cipher  form  was  four  figure  type. 

?or  instance,  Vladivostok,  Voroshilov,  Grodekovo ,  Sovgavani ,  Khabarovsk, 
in  t'-.n  Soviet  Maritime  Province;  Chita,  Borzya,  Blagoveshchensk!  in 
tho  Zabaikp.l  Province,  together  with  other  towns  and  villages  wero 
recorded  in  the  document. 

The  appendix  dictionaries  were  about  100  pages  each,  published 
as  separate  volumes  a.nd  distributed  to  tho  headquarters  of  divisions, 
armies  and  proa  armios  to  bo  used  in  the  occupation  of  Soviot  terri¬ 
tories.  The  like  appendix  dictionaries  were  also  ma.de  by  the  Mongolia 
Stationary  Headquarters,  which  contained  the  place  names  of  the  Re¬ 
public  of  Outer  Mongolia  and  the  Zabnikal  Province.  Each  one  copy  was 
sent  to  tho  Imericr.l  Headquarters  in  Tokyo  for  reference  and  has  been 
kept  there  from  1941  to  the  time  of  the  surrender  of  the  Japanese  Army. 
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C„.  What  do  you  know  about  tho  timo  of  tho  oponing  of  hortilitios 
by  tho  Jepnnosc  Army  against  Sovlot? 

A.  I  do  not  know  procisely  about  tho  timo  of  tho  oponing  of  hos- 
tllitioB  against  Sovlot,  but  Judging  ircr.i  tho  progroso  of  preparations 
mado  by  tho  Kwantung  Army  and  tho  Mongolia  Stationary  Army  according  to 
tho  "Xan-Toku-E;i,:  plan,  it  can  bo  concluded  that  tho  preparations  for  tho 
suroriro  attack  -had  boon  comp lo tod  by  tho  end  of  1041.

Hor  example, 
Captain  Tadao  iTAKAJIiv.,  attached  to  tho  Intolligoncc  Section  of  the  Second 
Department,  drow  this  ir.fcronco  from,  tho  fact  that,  in  winter,  rivoro 
would  bo  frozen  over  and  military  movement  would  bo  facilitated. 

ft.  Wnat  sort  of  spiritual  education  wore  the  Japanese  troops  and 
peoplo  givor.  regarding  tno  offonsivo  against  Sovlot? 

A.  Tho  Japanese  public  propaganda  organs  acted  so  that  thoy  might 
impress  deeply  on  tho  mir.d  of  tho  pooplc,  as  early  as  from  t.io  ago  of ^ 
school  pupils,  that  tho  Sovlot  Union  wh"  the  perpetual  onomy  against  Japan 
and  that  there  was  a  constant  danger  for  Japan  of  boing  attacked  by  Soviot. 
Thoy  further  propagatod  the  inevitability  of  tho  war  against  Soviot  ur.dor 
t..e  conception  that  it  was  a  matter  affecting  tho  destinies  of  the  nation, 
as  tho  problem  of  national  dofonco  or  national  existence  for  Japan, 
whether  eho  could  occucy  Soghalien  and  the  haritimo  Province,  w.’.ic.'.  woro 
at  presont  •oos^ossed  by  the  Soviet  Union  ar.d  which  woro  no  near  to  Japan 
and  accordingly  would  become  the  base  of  military  oft'onsivo  agamrt  Japan. 

The  like  propaganda  was  mado  through  newspapers,  magazines  and  radio 
broadcastings . 

It  was  at  tho  timo  of  tho  conclusion  of  the  Anti-Commintorn  ?act  and 
tho  Triple  Alliance  between  Japan,  Germany  ar.d  Italy  when  the  anti  -Soviot 
propaganda  was  specially  strengthened. 

At  the  time  of  the  Gorman  advanco  into  the  Soviet  Union,  all  Japanese 
newspapers  reportod  tho  situation  cf  war  favorable  to  Germany  and  foretold 
tho  victory  won  by  Germany  in  the  near  fuf'ire.  As  for  tho  official  propa¬ 
ganda.  for  tho  Manchurian  occupation,  they  expounded  that  Kanchukuo  was  the 
child  of  Japan,  that  tho  country  was  nooescory  for  the  Japanese  people  who 
were  the  puror.ts  of  Kanchukuo,  ar.d  that  tho  Soviot  Union  was  a  perpotual 
menace  to  tho  security  of  Manchuria. 
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According  to  the  order  of  Major-Gonerol  TAXAHASHI,  Chief  of  Staff 
of  the  Mongolia  Stationary  Army,  Major  AOSHIUA,  senior  staff-officer  in 
charge  of  intelligence,  gave  loctuics  on  current  pro's] one  to  officers, 
at  tho  dining  room,  almost  every  day  at  tr.o  beginning  of  the  Gcrman- 
Soviot  War.  In  these  lectures,  tho  Major  Bometlnos  referred,  concerning 
the  inevitability  of  tho  War  against  Soviet,  to  matters  of  Anti-Soviot 
nature.
